Great  Crosby  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  this  my  thirty-sixth 
Annual  Report  as  to  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  district 
during  the  past  year. 

The  area  of  this  district  is  1,768  statute  acres  above  high-water 
.nark.  The  sea  shore  forms  its  western  boundary,  and  it  extends  from 
the  Urban  District  of  Waterloo-with-Seaforth  on  the  south,  to  the  Urban 
District  of  Little  Crosby  on  the  North ; the  eastern  boundary  being  the 
townships  of  Sefton  and  I'hornton,  ail  purely  agricultural  land. 

The  district  is  fairly  flat,  the  highest  point  being  38  feet  above  high- 
water  mark,  which  latter  is  17  feet  above  Ordnance  datum,  the  highest 
part  of  the  district  is  therefore  55  feet  above  this. 

The  subsoil  is  principally  sand,  boulder  clay  being  beneath, 
throughout  its  greater  area,  whilst  here  and  there  the  red  sandstone  rock 
shews  through. 

The  population  at  the  census  of  1901  was  7,555,  and  has  been 
estimated  at  the  middle  of  1909  to  be  13,713.  This  estimate  is  arrived 
at  by  taking  the  number  of  new  houses  built  and  occupied  during 
the  last  twelve  months,  allowing  5*52  per  house. 

New  streets  are  being  laid  out  in  several  parts  of  the  district,  and 
a considerable  number  of  new  houses  are  contemplated,  and  in  course 
of  erection,  which,  I have  no  doubt,  will  again  increase  the  population. 

This  is  a purely  residtntial  district,  a small  proportion  of  the 
population  being  of  the  working  class. 
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The  house  accommodation  for  the  working  class  is  good,  being 
principally  houses  of  four  and  six  rooms.  Careful  supervision  is 
exercised  in  the  erection  of  these  dwellings.  Ample  air  space  is  enforced. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  parts  i,  2,  or  3 
of  the  “ Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act.” 

Water  Supply. 

An  excellent  supply  of  water  is  obtained  from  the  Liverpool 
Corporation  mains  passing  through  this  district.  The  service  is  constant, 
and  the  quality  good. 

No  complaint  has  been  found  as  to  its  bacteriological  or  chemical 
composition ; neither  lead  or  other  deleterious  matters  have  been 
detected  in  it. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  supply  of  milk  is  obtained  principally  from  dairies  in  the 
district,  a comparatively  small  quantity  being  imported.  The  County 
Police  have  the  supervision  of  the  milk  supply,  and  they  take  samples 
for  analysis  under  the  “ Food  and  Drugs  Act,”  and  I have  had  no 
intimation  from  them  as  to  anything  being  wrong  with  its  quality. 

I have  visited  the  dairies  and  cowsheds  periodically  with  the 
Inspector. 

One  case  of  Tuberculosis  occurred  in  a local  shippon.  The  herd 
of  cows  herein  were  examined  and  tested  by  the  “Tuberculin  Test,”  the 
result  being  that  one  cow  was  proved  to  be  affected,  and  was  disposed  of 
for  slaughter. 

The  dairies  and  cowsheds  are  in  a very  good  condition,  being 
amply  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  duly  enforced. 

I have  no  trouble  in  getting  the  cowkeepers  to  carry  out  all  the 
necessary  sanitary  requirements  I may  suggest  as  improvements. 

Food  and  Drug's  Act, 

The  duties  of  this  Act  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Police,  and 
in  cases  where  it  is  necessary  they  report  to  me,  as  to  any  article  for 
consumption  found  likely  to  be  detrimental  to  health,  when  joint  action 
is  taken  for  its  destruction. 
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Seweragfe  and  Drainag’e. 

Several  new  sewers  have  been  constructed,  and  a number  of 
cases  of  old  sewers  and  drains,  found  to  be  defective  by  the  “ Smoke 
Test”  or  other  means,  have  been  made  good  ; being  re-laid  on  concrete, 
and  the  joints  of  the  drain  pipes  cemented. 

Watereoupses. 

The  only  Streams  or  Watercourses  are  those  which  have  been 
noticed  previously,  the  “ Carr  Brook”  and  the  ‘‘Warren  House  Brook,” 
which  only  flow  past  a portion  of  our  boundary  and  discharge  into  the 
sea.  Constant  supervision  is  kept  of  these  brooks,  and  notice  is  duly 
given  for  their  cleansing,  etc.,  and  the  tenants  of  the  properties  abutting 
thereon  are  required  to  keep  them  open  and  clean. 

The  pollution  of  these  streams  principally  occurs  outside  our  district, 
and  is  of  such  a nature  as  is  generally  found  to  arise  in  an  agricultural 
district. 

Excrement  Disposal. 

The  system  adopted  in  this  district  is  by  water  carriage  to  the  sea. 
There  are  still  outlying  places,  such  as  farmsteads,  etc.,  where  old  privies 
exist,  and  to  which  no  sewers  have  yet  approached.  We  have  been  able 
to  have  some  of  these  converted  into  earth  closets. 

The  galvanized  iron  bins  system  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse 
is  considerably  extending,  numbers  of  old  ashpits  are  being  filled  up, 
and  bins  substituted. 

The  contents  of  these  bins  are  removed  frequently,  as  well  as  the 
contents  of  the  remaining  ashpits,  by  the  Council’s  own  staff,  in  their 
covered  carts  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  on 
agricultural  land,  at  a considerable  distance  from  any  dwellings. 

Scaveng’ing*. 

The  work  of  Scavenging  is  carried  out  throughout  the  district  in  a 
most  efficient  manner  by  the  Council’s  own  staff,  main  roads  being 
cleaned  daily,  and  all  other  roads  twice  weekly. 

Flushing  of  Main  Sewers  and  House  Drains 

All  main  and  other  sewers  are  flushed  at  regular  periods  throughout 
the  year.  Where  it  is  found  necessary,  the  main  sewers  are  also 
regularly  scraped  out,  and  all  solid  matter  lodging  in  them  removed. 
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All  house  drains  are  systematically  flushed.  This  is  especially  done 
to  all  drains  of  premises  where  infectious  disease  has  occurred,  and 
disinfectants  are  freely  used. 

Nuisances, 

Various  complaints  as  to  foul  smells  from  drains  and  manholes  in 
passages  at  the  rear  of  houses  have  been  received.  The  cause  and 
condition  of  these  has  been  duly  enquired  into  by  myself  with  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  all  necessary  action  taken  to  abate  same. 

All  matters  of  this  nature  are  now  in  a satisfactory  condition, 

Houses  Let  in  Lodging’s. 

The  “ Houses  Let  in  Lodgings  Order”  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  has  been  duly  enforced.  In  one  case  it  was  found  that  the 
premises  were  overcrowded,  and  in  such  a condition  as  to  be  indecent. 
Steps  were  immediately  taken  to  prevent  this  state  of  affairs,  and  the 
excess  number  of  lodgers  removed. 

Various  other  smaller  matters  occurring  under  this  order  were  duly 
and  satisfactorily  remedied. 

Carbolic  acid,  etc.,  is  supplied  to  those  persons  who  are  unable  to 
provide  same  during  the  progress  of  any  infectious  disease,  and  directions 
are  given  as  to  its  use. 

Public  Elementary  Schools. 

All  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  have  been  visited  both  by 
myself  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

SS.  Peter  and  Paul’s  (Infants’  Department)  was  closed  on 
Oct.  7th,  1909,  for  one  month,  from  ihe  prevalence  of  mumps,  etc., 
35  per  cent,  of  the  children  being  absent  from  this  cause. 

Ihe  Halsall  Girls’  School  (Infants’  Department)  was  also  closed 
on  December  loth,  1909,  for  14  days,  or  until  the  Christmas  holidays, 
in  consequence  of  measles,  27  per  cent,  of  the  children  being  absent 
on  this  account. 

Reports  of  the  closing  of  these  schools  were  sent  to  the  Managers, 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  IvOcal  Government  Board. 

I consider  that  these  schools  are  now  in  a satisfactory  state,  and 
the  water  supply  is  good  and  sufficient. 
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These  school  premises  were  fumigated  and  thoroughly  cleansed 
after  the  above-mentioned  closing  ; and,  also,  the  whole  of  the  schools 
in  the  district  were  fumigated,  and  the  drains  flushed  during  the 
holidays. 

Infectious  Diseases  and  Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  has  been  in  force  in  this 
district  since  1889,  for  those  diseases  defined  in  Section  6. 

When  a case  is  notified,  it  is  immediately  visited  by  myself  or  the 
Inspector,  and  all  enquiries  are  made  as  to  the  source  of  infection,  etc.  If 
it  is  found  that  the  patient  cannot  be  properly  isolated,  then  it  is 
removed  to  the  Liverpool  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  in  their 
ambulance.  The  District  Council  have  an  agreement  with  the  Corpora- 
tion of  Liverpool  for  the  reception  of  all  infectious  cases  from  this 
district,  and  this  arrangement  has  proved  satisfactory. 

The  premises  from  which  infectious  cases  are  removed  are  immedi- 
ately fumigated  with  sulphur,  the  rooms  being  stripped  and  cleansed 
when  necessary. 

The  bedding  and  clothing  which  has  been  in  contact  with  the 
patient  is  removed  to  tlie  dry-heat  stoves.

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Tuberculosis. 

Four  cases  were  notified  by  the  Poor  Law  Authorities  of  Phthisis 
Pulmonalis,  as  required  by  the  Public  Health  Act  Regulations,  1908. 

These  cases  were  visited,  and  directions  given  as  to  the  precautions 
to  be  taken  to  prevent  any  further  infection.  A copy  of  the  leaflet 
appended  has  also  been  left  at  each  house  : —

Important  Public  Notice  as  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 

or  “CONSUMPTION.” 

Every  year  more  than  40,000  persons  die  from  this  disease  in 
England  and  Wales.  It  affects  all  classes  and  nearly  all  ages,  but  it  is 
not  hereditary.  It  is  entirely  due  to  a germ,  and  it  spreads  by  infection. 
The  sputum  or  spit  of  consumptive  persons  contain  these  germs,  and  is 
the  chief  means  by  which  the  infection  is  spread.  With  proper  care,  no 
one  need  have  it,  not  even  the  children  of  consumptive  parents. 


precautions  to  be  observed. 

1.  — Do  not  spit  on  the  floors  of  Public  Rooms,  Tramcars,  Railway 
Carriages,  etc.  Use  your  influence  to  compel  others  to  observe  the  law 
against  such  spitting.  Turn  away  from  a coughing  neighbour,  and  do 
not  cough  yourself  in  the  direction  of  others.  (Those  who  are  compelled 
to  spit  should  only  do  so  in  proper  receptacles,  which  ensure  the  safe 
disposal  of  the  sputum.) 

2.  — See  that  your  rooms  day  and  night  are  thoroughly  and  con- 
tinually ventilated.  Observe  this  at  work  as  well  as  at  home.  Fresh 
air  is  the  great  preventive  and  curative  agent,  therefore  spend  as  much 
of  your  leisure  as  possible  out  of  doors. 

3.  — Let  your  food  be  simple  and  good;  avoid  indulgence  in 
alcoholic  liquors  ; observe  regular  hours  for  food  and  rest. 

4.  — Keep  your  body  clean  and  warmly  clad  ; avoid  getting  your 
clothes  wet  if  possible,  and  never  remain  in  wet  clothes  or  boots. 

5- — Remember  that  infection  may  lurk  in  the  dust  of  houses, 
schools,  etc.  ; therefore  insist  on  cleanliness  without  commotion — e.£., 
moist  sweeping  and  damp  dusting. 

6. — Most  victims  receive  their  infection  direct  from  other  sufferers, 
but  their  is  no  need  to  be  afraid  of  consumptive  friends  or  relations  if 
they  conduct  themselves  in  accordance  with  instructions. 

7-  — Do  not  sleep  in  the  same  room  as  a consumptive  patient  if 
avoidable,  and  never  sleep  in  the  same  bed.  When  a patient’s  house 
is  vacated,  the  Sanitary  Authority  should  be  asked  to  disinfect  the  room. 
They  will  also  disinfect  the  patient’s  clothing  when  desired. 
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The  ^reat  points  fo7'  the  neivly  affected^  as  well  as  for  those  who  ivoula 
avoid  the  disease,  are  : — Fresh  air,  good  food,  cleanliness,  temperate  and 
regular  living,  suitable  exercise  and  rest,  and  cheerfulness.

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  for  the  year  was  seventy-six. 
Twenty-five  patients,  were -treated  in  Hospital,  where  one  died;  the 
remainder  were  treated  at  home,  where  one  also  died. 

Searlet  Fever. 

Forty-six  cases  of  this  disease  have  been  notified  (i8  males,  2,8 
females),  as  against  thirty-seven  in  the  previous  year.  Nineteen  were 
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treated  in  Hospital,  where  all  recovered  ; the  remainder  were  treated 
at  home,  with  like  result. 

The  cases  were,  with  very  few  exceptions,  of  a mild  nature,  and 
seemed  to  be  prevalent  in  all  the  districts  adjoining  this  one. 

Small-pox- 

A case  of  this  disease  occurred  in  November,  being  that  of  a 
seaman  who  returned  home  afier  a voyage  in  the  Mediterraiiean  ; he  was 
immediately  removed  to  Hospital  and  all  persons  known  to  be  in 
“ contact  with  him  were  promptly  vaccinated.  However,  three  other 
cases  have  since  occurred  from  this  source,  they  were  at  once  removed 
to  Hospital  and  no  further  case  has  since  arisen. 

There  were  four  cases  of  contact  notified  to  me  of  persons  who 
returned  from  sea — three  of  small-pox,  and  one  cholera  ; strict  super- 
vision was  kept  over  these  cases  until  ah  fear  of  the  disease  arising  from 
them  was  allayed. 

Diphtheria. 

Nine  cases  (i  male,  8 females)  were  notified  from  this  disease,  as 
against  twelve  cases  notified  in  the  previous  year.  Two  were  treated 
in  Hospital,  where  both  recovered ; seven  were  treated  at  home,  one 
being  fatal. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Four  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  (3  males,  i female)  as  against 
eleven  last  year.  One  was  treated  in  Hospital  and  recovered  ; the 
remaining  three  were  treated  at  home,  and  all  also  recovered. 

No  trace  of  the  source  of  infection  in  the  above  four  cases  could  be 
found.  The  drainage  of  the  premises  where  these  cases  occurred  were 
tested  and  where  defects  were  found  they  were  rectified. 

Erysipelas. 

Thirteen  cases  (4  males,  9 females),  as  against  eight  cases  last  year. 
None  of  these  were  removed  to  hospital,  and  none  were  fatal. 

Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  District. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  seven  cases  of 
infectious  disease  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year : 
46  being  due  to  Scarlet  Fever,  9 to  Diphtheria,  4 to  Enteric  Fever, 
B * 
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13  to  Erysipelas,  2 to  Smallpox,  i to  Continued  Fever,  and  i to 
Puerperal  Fever. 

I attribute  the  increase  this  year  to  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever 
principally,  and  I have  no  reason  to  think  that  this  increase  has  anything 
to  do  with  the  sanitary  condition  of  this  district,  which  is  excellent. 

New  Houses,  etc. 

I am  informed  by  the  Surveyor  that  from  Dec.  31/09  to  Jan.  i/io, 
five  new  streets  have  been  laid  out,  66  plans  of  premises  have  been 
approved,  and  50  houses  and  2 shops  have  been  completed  in  accordance 
with  the  bye-laws. 

80  houses  and  i shop  are  in  contemplation. 

20  premises  have  had,  or  are  having,  additions  and  alterations 
made  to  them. 

A drill  shed  for  the  Territorial  Corps  recently  formed  has  been 
completed. 

A County  Council  Elementary  School,  with  accommodation  for 
Technical  Classes,  has  been  recently  erected,  and  is  now  occupied. 

Inspection  of  the  District 

I have  systematically  inspected  periodically,  accompanied  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  every  part  of  the  district,  on  several  occasions 
during  the  year,  and  have  noted  anything  requiring  amendment.  I have 
also  made  various  other  inspections,  as  required,  in  consequence  of 
complaints  of  nuisances  or  sickness  occurring  in  any  particular  locality. 
Reports  of  the  action  taken  with  regard  to  these  inspections  have  been 
laid  before  you  at  the  monthly  meetings,  and  any  orders  received  from 
you  have  been  duly  attended  to.  A more  detailed  account  of  the  action 
taken  to  abate  nuisances,  etc.,  arising  from  these  inspections,  will  be 
found  in  the  Inspector’s  Report. 

Smoke. 

The  emission  of  black  smoke  has  been  noted  on  several  occasions 
from  the  chimneys  of  the  various  factories  in  the  district.  Notice  was 
served  in  one  case  for  the  abatement  of  this  nuisance,  and  since  then 
we  have  had  no  reason  to  complain  of  excessive  black  smoke.  It  was 
not  found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  under  this  Section  of  the 
Act  in  any  case.

district.

As  against  0*39  per  looo  per  annum  last  year,  and  0*89  the  average  for 
the  past  lo  years.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Death  Rate  from  the 
principal  Zymotic  diseases  (for  deaths  occurring  both  in  and  out  of  the

The  total  fall  for  1909  was  the  heaviest  recorded  here  since  1903, 
when  the  total  was  35*4 1 inches,  and,  with  that  one  exception,  the 
wettest  since  1892,  when  32-52  inches  fell.  The  average  fall  for  the 
33  years  preceding  1909  was  29-63  inches. 

The  number  of  days  on  which  measurable  rain  fell  was  198.  The 
longest  succession  of  rainless  days  was  the  period  of  13  days  from 
August  2nd  to  14th.  Only  one  fall  of  over  an  inch  was  recorded,  that 
of  1-14  inches  on  July  30th. 

The  rainfall  of  December  constitutes  a record  for  that  month  here ; 
and  we  have  not  had  so  wet  a July  since  1888.  Excepting  those 
months,  it  was  not  at  all  a wet  year,  and  we  enjoyed  the  driest  February 
since  1895. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  now  14  bakehouses  in  the  district,  two  of  these  being 
underground  ones,  the  proprietors  of  which  were  required  to  comply  with 
the  Local  Government  Board  Regulations,  as  to  light,  ventilation,  etc. 

These  premises  have  all  been  regularly  inspected,  and  the  periodical 
cleaning  and  limewashing  has  been  enforced.  We  have  had  no  occasion 
to  serve  notice  on  any  of  the  proprietors. 

They  are  all  in  a clean  and  satisfactory  condition.

the  librarian  (Miss  L.  Bartlett),  or  returned  from  houses 

in  which 

infectious  disease  had  occurred. 

Whilst  the  Elementary  Schools  of  5S.  Peter  and  Paul’s  (Infants’ 
department)  was  closed  through  infection  in  October,  and  the  Ha.'sall 
Oirls’  School  (Infants’  department)  in  December;  the  Schools  were 
fumigated  with  sulphur,  and  the  drains,  &c.,  were  flushed. 

'The  Disinfecting  apparatus  in  use  in  this  district  is  a “ Dry  Heat 
Gas  Stove,”  which  we  have  found  hitherto  to  answer  all  our  requirements. 
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One  cowkeeper  and  dairyman  applied  for  the  fumigation  of  his 
Cowsheds,  for  the  destruction  of  flies,  etc.,  which  was  done,  and  the 
cost  defrayed  by  him. 

If  this  practice  was  universally  carried  out,  whilst  the  cows  were  at 
grass,  no  doubt  it  would  be  very  beneficial  both  to  man  and  beast. 

Mortuaries. 

The  Mortuary  on  the  shore  was  not  used  during  .he  year,  but 
the  Mortuary  in  store  yard.  College  Road,  has  been  used  once,  for  a case 
of  found  drowned — verdict,  “found  drowned.”

Smoke  Observations— Many  observations  taken,  one  notice  served,  but  further 

proceedings  were  unnecessary. 

As  hitherto,  many  of  the  above  notices  are  of  a comprehensive 
character,  and  apply  to  several  premises.  There  were  many  sanitary 
defects  discovered  and  pointed  out  to  the  owners  and  tenants,  who  at 
once  had  the  same  amended  and  put  right  without  any  notice  being 
required.  Such  amendments  do  not  appear  in  the  following  list. 
General  notices,  in  the  shape  of  handbills  or  posters,  have  been  placed 
throughout  the  district,  calling  upon  persons  to  cleanse  ditches,  water- 
courses, &c.,  also  to  remove  ofifensive  accumulations. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  in  many  houses  where 

•r 

infectious  disease  occurred,  it  was  unnecessary  to  serve  the  owner  or 
occupier  with  notice  under  section  120,  as  they  did  the  work  voluntarily  ; 
also  as  to  the  repair  of  drains  and  other  nuisances.

Note. — In  many  cases  the  smoke  machine  was  applied  to  the  open  diains  prior 
to  “ filling  in,”  in  “ reoairs”  work.  &c.,  thus  revealing  a great  many  unknown  defects, 
which  were  amended  at  the  time  of  discovery. 
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In  carrying  out  the  above  work  of  “ Reconstructions  and  Amend- 
ments,” the  Council  instructed  their  Solicitor  and  Clerk,  Mr.  Josiah  Dean, 
in  all  cases  of  default,  to  write  and  urge  the  completion  of  the  work 
demanded.  In  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  take  proceedings  before 
the  Magistrates,  who  dismissed  the  case  with  costs,  which  is  to  be 
regretted,  as  the  decision  is  of  great  importance  to  this  district  in  regard 
to  Sanitary  Amendments. 

Ditches  and  Watercourses. 

Notices  were  posted  throughout  the  district  in  February  and  August, 
calling  on  all  occupiers  of  Ditches  and  Watercourses  to  cleanse  the  same  ; 
and,  although  the  attention  of  farmers  and  others  is  repeatedly  called  to 
the  cleansing  and  bottoming  of  Ditches  and  Watercourses  when  in  a fit 
and  low  condition,  this  work  is  greatly  neglected,  and  not  executed  as  it 
might  be. 

The  neglect  of  this  cleansing  at  the  right  and  proper  time  must 
entail  considerable  loss,  damage,  expense,  and  inconvenience  to 
themselves  as  well  as  others. 

Smoke  Test  Applied  to  Drains. 

During  the  year  313  tests  (161  old  drains  ; and  152  new  drains) 
have  been  api)lied  to  drains  after  infectious  cases,  also  to  defective 
drains,  and  to  the  drains  of  new  houses  before  occupation. 

Fifty-four  of  the  above  tests  were  made  in  response  to  applications 
made  either  by  the  tenant  or  the  owner  (for  which  the  small 
charge  of  5/  is  made  by  the  Council).  The  result  has  been  that  in 
nearly  all  the  cases  so  tested  defects  in  the  drainage  were  discovered — 
some  being  of  a serious,  others  of  a less  serious  nature.  At  the  same 
time,  many  of  these  defects  can  only  be  discovered  by  some  such  method 
of  pressure  testing,  proving  the  importance  of  “ test  work.”  'I'here  were 
72  certificates  issued  as  to  the  condition  of  drains  so  tested,  and  notices 
to  amend  the  discovered  defects  were  issued  in  all  cases  for  the  amend- 
ment and  abatement  of  nuisances. 

Petroleum  Spirit  and  Carbide  of  Calcium. 

Four  licenses  for  the  sale  of  petroleum  spirit  and  one  for  carbide 
of  calcium  were  issued  during  the  year. 
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The  portable  iron  tank  obtained  for  the  purpose  of  flushing  back 
passages,  etc.,  has  again  been  used  at  regular  periods,  where  sewers  with 
slow  gradients  and  stoppages  occur,  with  great  advantage. 

All  dairymen,  cowkeepers,  ana  liverymen  were  served  with  notice 
to  clear  all  manure  middensteads  every  14  days.  This  has  been  insisted 
on  with  good  result. 

All  known  servants’  registry  offices  and  marine  store  dealers  in  the 
district  were  served  with  the  New  Regulations  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907. 

Circulars,  as  directed  by  this  Council,  were  served  on  proprietors  of 
gardens,  etc.,  and  others,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  indiscriminate 
depositing  of  garden  refuse,  etc  , on  waste  land,  as  to  be  an  eyesore  or 
annoyance,  or  become  a breeding  ground  for  flies,  etc. 

In  September,  a visit  and  inspection  was  made  of  the  old  and  new 
outfall  sewers,  in  company  with  Dr.  Bulstrode  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  (Fisheries  Board),  as  to  the  ‘‘  pollution  of  shell  fish  on  the  Great 
Crosby  foreshore.”  At  this  time  it  was  low  tide,  and  very  little,  if  any, 
sewage  was  found  to  be  deposited  thereon,  the  foreshore  being  found  to 
be  very  clean  indeed. 

Information  and  returns  were  given  to  the  County  Police  as  to 
registered  dairies,  servants’  registry  offices,  etc. 

Numerous  circulars,  correspondence,  etc.,  in  regard  to  abatement 
of  nuisances,  and  other  matters  not  included  in  the  foregoing  tables, 
were  duly  dealt  with.
